Thus he would want to learn the 
art of communication and other 
salesmanship techniques. Or he 
m ay discover a yen for jet motors 
or aerodynamics, and in this area 
m ake his 
place 
in the 
world. 
Often a student who would be a 
poor eng ineer can develop into an 
excellent technician. For such a 
student, a 
shorter 
“term inal” 
course offered in 
a community 
colleg e would open the way to a 
well-paying job and a successful 
life without a colleg e deg ree. 


In one important department, 
the community college can do 
what the Armed Forces did on 
a wide scale in wartime and 
what many business firms are 
doing now, that is, train people 
for essential jobs identified in 
ad\ance of the training. 


In this way, it can help pro­ 
vide the best employment for 
a 
sig nificant and valuable portion 
of our manpower ami can develop 
the kind and proportions of tech­ 
nical and 
subprofessional 
skills 
required for economic g rowth. 


This would 
tend 
to 
avoid a 
m ajor mistake of the past. Be­ 
cause our manpower training has 
been conducted haphazardly here­ 
tofore. we now have a shortag e 
of technicians in m any fields. At 
the present time, thousands of 
business 
firms 
are 
hiring en­ 
g ineers to fill technical and sales 
jobs that do not require an en­ 
g ineering deg ree. 
The result is an underuse of 
engineers 
and 
a consequent 
waste of their real potential. If 
they continue as technicians, it 
is also a waste of the time, 
money , and effort spent in edu­ 
cating them to he engineers. 
The second educational g oal is 
to do a m ore efficient job of us­ 
ing our four-year institutions for 
the education of students. 
The process of screening young ­ 
sters for four-year colleg es is in 
a 
transitional 
state, 
and, 
of 
course, the answers will have to 
come slowly. However, an ex­ 
ample of the trend is shown in a 
California law enacted recently 
limiting admission to the Cniver- 
sity of California and other state 
colleg es. 
Onl> those high school gradu­ 
ates in the up|M'r one-eighth of 
a graduating class can enter the 
Univ ersity 
of California, 
and 
only those in the upper one- 
third of a class can enter state 
colleges. 
With restrictions on admission 
1o four-year institutions g rowing 
tig hter—and this out of sheer ne­ 
cessity — the community colleg e 
offers appropriate opportunity to 
those students who are not 
in 
the upper levels of hig h school 
g raduating classes. Located m the 
home community, and adaptable 
to local 
needs and 
demands, it 
can offer a variety of courses to 
students, 
whether 
in technical, 
academic, or other fields. 
Moreover, the community col­ 
leg e can g ive the student a se­ 
cond chance to qualify for admis­ 
sion 
to a 
four-year 
institution, 
piovided he* leams how to work 
effectively 
and 
improves 
his 
g rades W ith intellig ent g uidance, 
a student may find, in a commun­ 
ity 
colleg e, 
that 
he 
has 
pre­ 
viously undiscovered aptitudes in 
mathematical, scientific, or clas­ 
sical studies.

Party Convention Told

WASHINGTON - Leaders of the Communist 
Party. USA. are compiling a "guest list” for the 
party’s 18th national convention, scheduled for New 
York City in late J une. 
Plans call for 300 delegates and 150 alternates 
representing the party's 21 districts. To give the 
convention a little class, party boss (¿us Hall hones 
to invite several hundred honored 
guests from the non-Coniinunist 
left. 
Hall has requested "assist­ 
ance” from party functionaries 
throughout the country in draw­ 
ing up the list. District leaders 
have 
been 
told 
that 
potential 
guests should be active in the 
peace or labor movements, dedi­ 
cated to civil rights, or close 
enough to the Communists so that attendance at 
the convention might Influence them to sign up as 
party members. 
To give the districts further guidance in the 
selection of potential guests. Hall has named sev­ 
eral individuals to whom invitations will definitely 
be given. They include Staughton Lynd, Thomas 
Hayden, and Willard Uphaus. 
Lynd. an assistant professor at Yale Univer­ 
sity. has been a prime mover in the New Left and 
recently joined the Communist-controlled W’.E.R. 
DuBois Clubs to demonstrate his solidarity with 
the group, now under government attack. 
Hayden, a former president of the radical Stu­ 
dents for a Democratic Society, accompanied Lynd 
and Herbert Aptheker, an avowed Communist, on 
a recent (our of North Viet Nam. 
Uphaus has been long associated with the radi­ 
cal left and has lent his name to numerous Com­ 
munist fronts. He has been a persistent critic of 
U.S. policy in South Viet Nam. 
The presence of non-Communists at the J une 
convention will enable party leaders to argue that 
they represent not an international conspiracy but 
a legitimate political party in the American tra­ 
dition. 
Note: Party leaders have distributed more than 
50.000 copies of a program draft that will be rati­ 
fied at the J une convention. Public relations direc­ 
tor Arnold J ohnson recently mailed copies of the 
128 -page program to the editors of several hundred 
college and university publications. 
In an accompanying letter, J ohnson solicited 


editorial comment on the program and requested 
assistance In setting up campus talks by Commu­ 
nist "spokesmen.” 


National headquarters have issued instructions 
to every comrade on the distribution of the party 
program. They are told to place the document In 
school and public libraries, to arrange for its sale 
at newsstands, and to distribute at least ten copies 
among fellow workers, neighbors, and associates 
in non-Uommunist organizations.

CAPITAL CAPSULE: Farm belt Democrats re­ 
port growing dissatisfaction with Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Orville Freeman. In fact, a prominent 
South Dakota Democrat who has held important 
jobs in the Department of Agriculture, Alfred R. 
Barnes, has called for Freeman’s ouster. ‘‘Free­ 
man has not adequately represented the farmers 
since he was named Secretary in 1881,” Barnes 
said. "Now he applauds the recent decrease in 
farm prices. This is the first time in history that 
a Secretary of Agriculture has ever indicated that 
he was pleased with a drop in farm prices.” Dem­ 
ocratic leaders in Congress admit privately that 
anti-Freeman sentiment will aid the Republicans 
in the November elections. . . 


On April 5, the newly-appointed Deputy Under 
Secretary of State for Latin America, Lincoln Gor­ 
don. appeared before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee to urge passage of the Administration’s 
$:{.( billion foreign aid package. Rep. Wayne Hays 
(D.-Ohio) asked Gordon to name a single AID 
project in all of South America which could be 
classified as successful. "If you cannot find one in 
Latin America,” Hays added, "find one anywhere 
in the world and tell me where it is.” Gordon said 
he would supply Hays with an answer within a 
short period. Three weeks have passed and Hays 
is still waiting for a reply. . . 


Several months before the Yarmouth Castle 
disaster, Rep. William S. Mailliard (R.-Calif.) sin­ 
gled out the vessel as an example of a floating 
firetrap.

Corn should follow the next year.

The amount of nitrogen de­ 
pends on how early corn is plant­ 
ed. Early planted corn will utilize 
nitrogen better. Therefore, it is 
safe to apply heavier amounts on 
early planted com than on late 
planted corn.

Why use starter? 
It provides 
food for the plant early during 
cold, wet weather. Corn gets an 
early start ahead of weeds.

Since Aldrin will be short, sub­ 
stitute one of the organic phos­ 
phates or chlordane.

Shi Hua ng -ti died in 2 10 
B.C. Intrig ue a t co urt a nd smo ldering resent­ 
ment a mo ng the peo ple so o n erupted into 
rebellio n. In 2 0 7 , the seco nd Ch’in empero r 
wa s murdered a nd the ca pita l city burned, 
destro y ing bo th the dy na sty a nd the surv iv ing 
co pies o f the o utla wed cla ssics. 
But China ha d been fo rev er united, a nd o ut 
o f this brief perio d o f turmo il, a pea sa nt g uer­ 
rilla lea der wa s to ra ise himself to the ra nk

rio us dy na sties in China ’s histo ry .
